T here will be tim e for 
th is, provid ed curren cy can be got out 
of the way with reason able prom pt­ 
n ess.

T he con feren ce also 
ad opted the 
suggestion of the com m ittee th a t the 
fed eral reserve board , which will con ­ 
trol the n ew sy stem , should con sist of 
the secretary of the treasury an d six 
m em bers to be appoin ted by the presi­ 
d en t. 
The con feren ce m easure, it is prac­ 
tically certain , will be acceptable to 
P resid en t W ilson .

Bunsen’s 
Feat A fter His Goblet of 
Solution Had Been Upset. 
The rem arkable skill In dealing with 
the material of their ex periments that 
some c h e m is ts have is well illustrated 
by the following story told of the great 
German chemist Professor Robert Bun­ 
sen: 
Professor Bunsen evaporated fifty 
hogsheads of w ater from the Durk- 
heim 
spring and 
carefully 
isolated 
from the residue a small q uantity of 
the salts of two very rare elements, 
caesium and rubidium. 
He dissolved 
these salts in a small beaker of w ater 
and set them aside on his laboratory 
table. 
One day a friend came to see Profes­ 
sor Bunsen. 
Unnoticed by the chemist 
his visitor in leaning against the labo­ 
ratory table tipped over the beaker and 
spilled its contents on the floor and on 
his clothing. 
The solution looked like 
plain water, so the man thought noth­ 
ing of the accident and a few minutes 
later took his departure. 
Shortly after the gentleman had gone 
Bunsen noticed that the contents of 
the beaker had been spilled. 
Instantly 
he ran out to the street, overtook his 
friend and brought him back to the 
laboratory . 4 
With w ater Bunsen carefully ex tract­ 
ed the salts from the sleeve of the gen­ 
tlem an’s coat and bis underclothing, 
washed his arm, cleaned off a drop 
that had spattered on his shoe, careful­ 
ly washed the floor and the table, col­ 
lected all the solutions together, puri­ 
fied them and on evaporation found 
th at he had recovered the valuable 
salts! 
So perfect was his skill th a t he 
had not lost a weigbable am ount.— 
Youth’s Companion.

This M y sterious Element, According to 
Some Theorists, Is Apt to Be the Po­ 
tent Factor In 
Bringing 
Our World 
to Its Prophesied Fiery End. 


No man ex pects to see the end of the 
world arrive In his day any more than 
he ex pects if he is in good health to 
die tomorrow. 
Yet there Is a wide­ 
spread and perhaps universal belief 
th at the earth is no more Immortal 
than man. only Its term of ex istence Is 
almost infinitely long compared with 
his. 
Science gives unq uestionable support 
to this view, and every new discovery 
seems to make more certain the con­ 
clusion th a t our world cannot last for­ 
ever. 
B ut there are two opposite theories 
as to the m anner in which the earth as 
the abode of life will coine to an end. 
One assumes th a t Its destruction will 
be by heat and the other th at It will be 
by cold. The discovery of the m y steri­ 
ous substance radium, which possesses 
the property of continually giving off 
heat, has im parted renewed Impetus to 
the first of these theories, which, it 
may be remarked, as a m atter of curi­ 
osity , Is in accord with the Bible proph­ 
ecies. 
"The heavens shall roll up as a scroll, 
and the earth shall dissolve with fer­ 
vent heat.” 
A most ominous account of the part 
th a t radium may play in the ultimate 
destruction of the earth is given In a 
book by Professor J, .Toly , entitled 
“Radioactivity and Geology .” 
The argum ent on which the assum p­ 
tion that radium or its “m other ele­ 
ment,” uranium, may finally bring the 
world to a fiery end is based on the 
fact that a particle of radium keeps 
itself continually by some inner proc­ 
ess nt a tem perature nearly 3 degrees 
above that of its surroundings. 
In an 
hour the radium em its enough heat to 
raise its own weight of w ater from the 
freezing to the boiling point. 
And this 
store of heat is so vast th at a single 
atom of radium will continue to give It 
forth at an unvary ing rate for about 
2,GOO y ears! 
If there were only a certain q uantity 
of radium in the earth which could not 
be renewed, then w e m ight assum e that 
a t the end of two or three thousand 
y ears this source of heat would be ex ­ 
hausted. 
But radium Itself appears to be con­ 
tinually produced from uranium, which 
is an incomparably more abundant sub­ 
stance. 
So we conclude th a t the earth 
m ay have been heated Internally by 
renew ed supplies of radium for untold 
millions of y ears and will continue to 
be thus heated for millions of y ears to 
come. 
Now. following a line of reasoning 
which would l>e too long to enter upon 
here. Professor Joly shows th at if at 
the present time the nucleus of the 
eurtb contains as much as one flve- 
hundred-thousnnd-milllonth of a grain 
of radium for every gram of ordinary 
m atter then Its tem perature m ust be 
rising a t such a rate th a t in about 
100,000,000 y ears the earth will be en­ 
tirely melted inside. 
We do not know w hether there is so 
much radium as th a t Inside the earth, 
but from w h at we observe on its sur­ 
face we conclude th at there very well 
may be. 
If there is more then the 
melting will be accomplished sooner. 
If there is less it will take longer. But 
th e q uantity would have to be very 
much less than it probably is in order 
th a t the heat produced could continue 
to be rndinted aw ay w ithout a disas­ 
trous rise in the tem perature of the 
globe. 
The sam e reasoning carried further 
lends to the conclusion th a t the earth 
mny have been alternately melted and 
cooled off several times in the past. 
W hen it is in a molten state the free 
radiation from the surface produces n 
crust, 
which 
thickens to a 
certain 
point, and then the inner accumulation 
of heat brings about another melting 
from the Interior outward. 
The phenomenon of new stars is ap­ 
pealed to as lending support to this 
view. 
Again and again astronomers 
have seen a new star burst forth at 
some point in the sky . Generally It has 
been assum ed thnt they are due to col­ 
lisions in the heavens, but it is perhaps 
eq ually probable th a t they arise from 
the accumulation of heat In some dark 
celestial body , causing it to flame out 
into incandescence. 
Other stars are 
known to have disappeared, and their 
disappearance m ay have been caused 
by the cooling off of their surfaces. 
Evidently we are only just beginning 
to understand the meaning of life and 
death in the universe. 
But we may be 
sure th a t w hat happens elsewhere hap­ 
pens here ami th at if th» * stars are not 
eternal the » *arth is no more so.—G ar­ 
rett P. Serviss in New York Journal.
